' Proſper Alpinus (de Medic. Ag ypt. l. 4. 
c. 8.) tells us, the Eg yptiaus were negligent 
enough in the making of other Medicines; 
but by the particular ſtrict Command of the 
great Turk, they prepared their Theriaca 
with the utmoſt Care and Exactneſs, in the 
Temple of Moreſtan, at Grand Cairo, in pub: 
lick before all the Phyſicians: And that it 
was not lawful to do it in a private Shop;
